* A Power Play 
Over Th e ÀEC 


Foes of the Joint Committee on Atomic 
Energy are looking askance at 
new powers 
delegated to the body already dubbed "the 
most powerful Congressional committee in the 
history of the nation.” They see in the new 
powers a transfer of responsibility for the Atom­ 
ic Energy Commission from the Executive to the 
Legislative branch of government 
Actually, the powers included in the AEC 
money bill are not entirely new to the Joint 
Congressional Committee. The committee has 
had control over AEC expenditures relating to 
the construction of facilities and to the nuclear 
electric power program from the beginning, and 
in earlier years such expenditures were more 
than half of the total. 
Gradually, over the years, facilities expan­ 
sion has tapered otf and the operating budget 
over which the committee had no control— 
became dominant. In the last fiscal year, only 
eight per cent of the commission’s budget was 
reviewed by the committee. The remainder was 
approved by House and Senate appropriations 
committees. 
Under the changes included in the fiscal 
1964 money bill, the Joint Committee on Atomic 
Energy will review every dollar spent by the 
AEC. Included will be approximately $750 mil­ 
lion in requests by the Defense Department for 
nuclear weapons from the AEC. 
Part of the opposition to the new powers 
of the joint committee stems from the transfer 
of 
accountability 
for 
the 
military 
requests. 
Chairman John Pastore of Rhode Island has cast 
a cloud over Pentagon estimates by suggesting 
they are prompted more by production capabili­ 
ties of the commission than by justifiable need 
for the weapons. 
Uncertainty over the future of nuclear pow­ 
er, as its direction passes into the hands of a 
new caretaker, was best voiced by AEC chair­ 
man Glenn T. Seaborg. “ It will not hurt the 
development of atomic energy, 
he said, "but 
I can’t say it will help it.” 


These Days

In Th e M idst O f Peace, W ar 


We live in the age of paradox. Working overtime to 
create an image for itself as the party of peace, the 
Kennedy Administration has finally managed to get 
Khrushchev to agree to a limited nuclear test ban. 
The proposed treaty is eminently desirable from a 
public health standpoint «strontium 90 from fall-out 
affects the bones of friends and enemies alike', but 
whether it will ever do very much to enable President 
Kennedy to go to the voters as a peacemaker is ex­ 
ceedingly doubtful. 
The truth is that the world situation brings to 
mind the picture of a semi-inflated balloon. Our neacc- 
makers poke the balloon at one point, in Moscow, 
and. surprisingly, it gives way But at the other **nd, 
in Peiping, the balloon swells and becomes hard. Ob­ 
viously angered by his inability to carry Khrushchev 
with him in offering a round-the-world warlike front 
to the capitalistic West. Mao Tse-tung makes menac­ 
ing moves in Indochina, in Tibet along the Indian bor­ 
der. and in the demilitarized zone between North and 
South Korea 


As this column is being written. Mao's probing 
moves are on the small-scale side. Three Ameri­ 
can soldiers have been killed by ambush in Korea, 
provoking a retaliation in kind. The loss of his 
son. Corpora! George Larion Jr.. to a North Ko­ 
rean sniper’s bullet caused a Davison. Mich., fath­ 
er to sav some hitter words about the wav the 
U. S. chooses to fight the ( old War. ‘‘I don’t think 
we are doing enough.” he said. “ It can he stoooed 
and if it has to be stopped by force let’s get it 
over with. This year-after-year stuff is not my w a y 
of thinking.” 


This is one man's reaction under stress of sorrow 
and anger. But it could easily become the mood of 
the whole country if Mao-Tse-tung, prodding us from 
the Far East, frustrates the hopes of many who have 
placed their bets on a possible relaxation of interna­ 
tional tensions by way of cessation of nuclear explo­ 
sions. 
Unless Mao Tse-tung subsides, the Kennedy Ad­ 
ministration, looking to Moscow for peace, will have to 
execute a right-about-facc that could bring it hard up 
against the realities of war in Asia This is one possi­ 
bility in our age of paradox. Rut far from losing his 
soul in the eyes of the American people if he could 
he forced to accept a bellicose role. John F Kennedy 
might save himself. «The President is at his best when 
he gets angry, as he did recently at the Berlin Wall.) 
There are many more Americans than a single be­ 
reaved Michigan father who are heartily sick of “ this 
year-to-year stuff.” Indeed, the hunger for a nuclear 
test ban derives from the same fundamental impatience 
w ith out slow-mot ion Cold W ar policy that caused the 
Michigan father to flare up 


The Administration has never asked this col­ 
umn's advice, hut we are willing to bet that Ken­ 
nedy's popularity rating would jump ten percent- 
age points if he would let go at Mao Tse-tung with 
a verbal block-buster aceompanied bv certain con­ 
certed moves on the diplomatic front. The first 
indicated move is obvious. The Taiwan Chinese 
have been making tenative preparations fnr a possi­ 
ble invasion of the mainland. Rut the bottleneck in 
thes preparations has been the provision of landing 
craft. Unable to huv them in anv significant quanti­ 
ty in the U. S.. the Taiwan invasion planners were, 
at last reports, turning to Japanese shipyards as 


J P a possible source of supply. 


Well, why doesn’t Kennedy tell Chiang Kai-shek 
that he can have all the landing craft he wants, and 
pronto? If the U S. would only coordinate its moves 
on three fronts, in Korea, Taiwan and in the Victnam-

In The Midst Of Peace, War 


k 
We live in the age of paradox. Working overtime to 
create an image for itself as the party of peace, the 
Kennedy Administration has finally managed to got 
Khrushchev to agree to a limited nuclear test ban. 
The proposed treaty is eminently desirable from a 
public health standpoint (strontium 90 from fall-out 
affects the bones of friends and enemies alike', but 
whether it will ever do very much to enable President 
Kennedy to go to the voters as a peacemaker is ex­ 
ceedingly doubtful. 
The truth is that the world situation brings to 
mind the picture of a semi-inflated balloon. Our peace­ 
m akers poke the balloon at one point, in Moscow, 
and. surprisingly, it gives way 
But at the other ‘Mid, 
in Peiping, the balloon swells and becomes hard. Ob­ 
viously angered by his inability to carry Khrushchev 
with him in offering a round-the-world warlike front 
to the capitalistic West. Mao Tse-tung makes m enac­ 
ing moves in Indochina, in Tibet along the Indian bor­ 
der. and in the demilitarized zone between North and 
South Korea 
As this column is being written. Mao’s probing 
moves are on the small-seale side. Three Ameri­ 
can soldiers have been killed bv ambush in Korea, 
provoking a retaliation in kind. The loss of his 
son. Corporal George Calion Jr., to a North Ko­ 
rean sniper's bullet caused a Davison. Mich., fath­ 
er to say some hitter words about the way the 
I . S. chooses to fight the Cold War. “ I don’t think 
we are doing enough.” he said. “ It can be stooped 
and if it has to be stopped by force let’s get It 
over with. This year-after-year stuff is not my way 
of thinking.” 
This is one man's reaction under stress of sorrow 
and anger. But it could easily become the mood of 
the whole country if Mao-Tse-tung. prodding us from 
the Far East, frustrates the hopes of many who have 
placed their bets on a possible relaxation of interna­ 
tional tensions by way of cessation of nuclear explo­ 
sions. 
Unless Mao Tse-tung subsides, the Kennedy Ad- 
rrfinistration. looking to Moscow for peace, will have to 
execute a right-about-face that could bring it hard up 
against the realities of war in Asia This is one possi­ 
bility in our age of paradox. But far from losing his 
soul in the eyes of the American people if he could 
be forced to accept a bellicose role, John F Kennedy 
might save himself. 'The President is at his hest when 
he gets angry, as he did recently at the Berlin Wall A 
There are many more Americans than a single be­ 
reaved Michigan father who are heartily sick of ’’this 
year-to-year stuff.” Indeed, the hunger for a nuclear 
test ban derives from the same fundamental impatience 
with out slow-motion Cold War policy that caused the 
Michigan father to flare up 
The Administration has never asked this col­ 
umn’s advice, but we are willing to bet that Ken­ 
nedy’s popularity rating would jump ten percent­ 
age points if he would let go at Mao Tse-tung with 
a verbal block-buster accompanied by certain con­ 
certed moves on the diplomatic front. The first 
indicated move is obvious. The Taiwan Chinese 
have been making tenative preparations for a possi­ 
ble invasion of the mainland. But the bottleneck in 
Hies preparations has been the provision of landing 
craft. Unable to buv them in am significant quanti­ 
ty in the U. S., the Taiwan invasion planners were. 
at last reports, turning to Japanese shipyards as 
JP a rossible source of supply. 
Well, why doesn’t Kennedy tell Chiang Kai-shek 
that he can have all the landing craft he wants, and 
pronto? If the I . S. would only coordinate its moves 
on three fronts, in Korea.
